DEATHS  AT  ALL  ACES  . ^ 


There  were  62  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  10*8* 

The  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  the  statistical  table* 
There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  disease* 

Four. deaths  occurred  in  children  and  young  people  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  twenty  years.  All  were  accidental* 

Two  children  were  drowned,  one  died  from,  a fall  and  a 
young  man  was  killed  in  a road  accident.  Improvements  in 
the  prevention  and  treatment  of  some  Infectious  diseases 
* and  the  declining  virulence  of  other  infections  has  meant 
that  accidents  are  now  the  chief  cause  of  deaths  among 
school  children*  Cancer  is* the  second  biggest  killer 
of  school  children* 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Three  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  in  January,  one 
in  February  and  one  in  July*  The  last  case  was  a child 
of  seven* 

Two  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  June,  children 
aged  five  and  nine  years* 


PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Diphtheria  _ * 

During  the  year  39  primary  courses  of  immunisation  were 
carried  out.  Of  these 9 2 were  school  children#  In  addition 
18  "booster  injections  were  given*  Most  of  the  primary 
courses  were  combined  with  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
immunisation#  Combined  vaccine  is  given  in  welfare  clinics 
hut  is  available  only  in  the  winter  months# 

Whooping  Cough 

Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  worth  while  for 
infants#  It  does  not  always  prevent  whooping  cough  hut  tends  t( 
reduce  its  severity.  Whooping  cough  is  still  a serious 

illness  for  very  young  children. 

Tetanus 


This  infection  is  rare  hut  serious  w hen  it  occurs* 
Preventive  inoculation  is  most  effective  and  the  inoculation 
itself  causes  no"  discomfort.  It  should  he  renewed  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  5 years#  Unprotected  children  and 
adults  who  injure  themselves  and  sustain  deep  or  dirty 
skin  wounds  may  need  to  he  given  anti  tetanus  serum# 

This  serum  give  temporary  protection  against  tetanus  hut  has  the 
disadvantage  that  it  cannot  he  given  twice  without  the  risk 
of  unpleasant  reactions.  It  follows  that  anyone  who  has 
.had  anti  tetanus  serum  should  arrange  at  once  to  have  a 
course  of  preventive  inoculations.

In  1957  there  .were  29  infants  vaccinated  and  in 
1956  there  were  15* 


There  appears  to  he  a good  demand  for  smallpox 
vaccinations.  Parents  sometimes  ask  if  vaccination  is 
still  necessary.  While  it  is  difficult  to  foresee  what 
risk  of  infection  there  may  he  in  the  future  for  people 
in  this  country*  vaccination  will  still  he  needed  for 
travel  to  countries  where  the  disease  is  prevalent. 
Vaccination  is  required  for  the  armed  forces  and  for 
some  .occupations  in  this  country.  Primary  vaccination 

is  very  much  less  trouble some  to  the  infant  than  it  is 
to  adults*  It  is  sound  sense  therefore  to  get  children 
vaccinated  when  they  are  young. 

Food  Poisoning 

Food  poisoning  is  notifiable  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  1955# 

There  were  no  cases  in  1958.  This  is  a good  thing 
hut  we  must  he  ever  vigilant  if  we  are  to  keep  food 
poisoning  away*  A few  words  about  the  problem  will  not 
he  out  of  place. 

Several  organisms  are  known  to  he  responsible  for 
outbreaks  of  food  poisoning.  Some  gain  entry  to  the 
body  by  being  taken  with  infected  food.  Once  in  the 
body  they  set  up  an  inflammation  which  makes  the  victim 
a source  of  infection  to  others.  Other  organisms 

do  not  infect  man  but  liberate  poisonous  substances  into 
food  which  when  taken  causes  sharp  and  unpleasant  symptoms# 
Some  of  the  food  poisoning  organisms  appear  to  be  increasing 
and  rapid  investigation  of  outbreaks  has  often  disclosed 
an  unsuspected  mode  of  infect ion. Food  poisoning  is  fatal 
in  1 to  2%  of  cases. 

We  know  that  there  are  particular  situations  which 
favour  the  spread  of  food  poisoning.  The  sale  of 
prepared  and  partly  cooked  foods  is  increasing  and  it 
is  these  foods  which  are  so  easily  infected.  The  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  of  1955  are  an  attempt  to  counter  the 
spread  of  food  poisoning.  They  should  not  be  confused 
with  parallel  movements  within  the  food  trade  to  improve 
the  keeping- qualities  and  appearance  of  food  though  the 
two  are  not  entirely  distinct*  An  excellent  summary  of 
the  Regulations  is  issued  by  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education*  Some  of  the  Regulations  refer  to  food 
premises,  others  to  food  handlers*  There  is  one  point 
which  deservrs  special  mention.  It  is  that  many  healthy 
people  harbour  the  organisms  responsible  for  food  poisoning 
on  their  skins  and  in  their  throat sf  noses  and  intestines. 


'Large  numbers  of  organisms  are  left  on  apparently  clean 
hands  "by  nose  blowing  or  a visit  to  the  lavatory* 

These  can  only  he  removed  by.  scrubbing  with  soap  and  water 
/boils Shod  handlers  with  septic  cuts, /or  whitlows  on  their  hands 
cannot  make  their  hands  safe  even  by  washing  them* 

They  should  always  report  such  troubles  to  their  employers 
whose  duty  it  is  to  take  the  necessary  precautions* 

Stomach  upsets  should  also  be  reported# 

Jr, 

Ready-to-eat  food  should  not  be  handled  at  all  when 
it  can  be  picked  up  conveniently  by  other  means* 

The  prevention  of  food  poisoning  needs  the  sensible 
co-operation  of  all  who  work  in  food  premises.  Downham 
Karket  need  never  have  an  outbreak. 

X-RAY  MACHINES  IN  SHOE  SHOPS 

I In  1958  the  requirements  formulated  by  the  Home  Office 
for  the  control  of  shoe  fitting  fluoroscopes  were  accepted 
on  behalf  of  the  manufacturers  and  users*  One  of  the 
requirements  is  that  a notice  shall  be  displayed  warning 
customers  that  repeated  exposure  to  X-rays  may  be  dangerous* 
The  degree  of  risk  cannot  be  assessed  but  it  is  known 
that  children  are  particularly  susceptible  to  the  harmful  efj 
of  X-rays*  A good  purchase  in  childrens  shoes  can  be 
made  by  careful  fitting  and  X-rays  contribute  no  information 
which  cannot  be  obtained  by  other  means* 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members. -of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have 
taken  in  the  work  being  done  by  my  department#  I am 
grateful  too  for  the  assistance  and  support  I have  had 
from  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Members  of 
the  Local  Health  Office  staff*  ' : ;

Eleven  new 
connections  were  made  to  the  Board* s mains  in  the 
Area  during  the  year. 

1 5.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  January  the  contractors  Messrs.  H.  &.  J.  Firman  Ltd 
were  on  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  site:. carrying  out 
remedial  works  to  stage  I of  the  scheme. 

The  Lea  Flow  Recorder  was  installed  by  the  Council's 
own  workmen  and  brought  into  operation  for  the  week 
ending  21 st  February.  The  information  provided  by  the 
Flow  Recorder  was  necessary  for  the  design  of  stage  II 
of  the  scheme. 

In  connection  with  stage  II  the  Council  agreed 
to  site  .investigation  works  consisting  of  the  sinking 
of  6 boreholes  on  the  Disposal  Works  site  to  a depth 
of  2h  feet,"  two  in  Priory  Road  and  two  in  Ryston  End 
Road  to  a depth  "of  10  feet.  This  work  was  commenced  on 
13th  September,  and  completed  on  22nd  September  and 
was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Elmat  Ltd. 

Messrs.  J.D.  &.  D.M.Watsonfe  staff  attended  Downham 
Market  in  December  to  obtain  further  information  in 
regard  to  stage  II  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  it 
would  be  possible  to  advertise  for  tenders  for  • 
the  work  early  in  1959*

As  a result  of  this  .work  it  was  found  that  there
